It was scheduled to go from 
Halifax to Australia. 

The Ile de France arrived in New 
York Sept. 8, 1939, from Havre and 
was laid up at Staten Island. 


| The vessel was the largest French 
‘ship afloat when built in 1926 at St. 
Nazaire. It was owned by the 
French Line. Since the vessel’s 
maiden voyage to New York in 
1927, it has been in the trans-Atlan- 
tic service.

TEMPEST OF WAR 


REACHES TEAPOTS 
OF GREAT BRITAIN 


LONDON, July 9 (AP).—The 
great standby of Britons in time 
of stress—tea—is now being ra- 
tioned at two ounces per person a 
week, about two cups a day.

Buys Drinking Fountain for Zoo 


With Money She Saved for Auto 


Miss Ora Hill who worked for 
years as a secretary until the 
depression and since then has 
found her pleasure in walking from 
her one-room efficiency apartment 
at 1454A Union boulevard through 
Forest Park to the Zoo, is going 
to pay the debt she feels she owes 
the park by donating a granite 
drinking fountain, mounted by a 
bronze figure of Mark Twain. 

Ground for the fountain was 
broken today, and it Is expected 
to be in use by next week. 

By careful saving while working, 
Miss Hill managed to put aside 
enough to buy an automobile, but 
because she prefers walking 
through the park to speeding 
through the streets, she said, the 
money will be used to give the Zoo 
an additional drinking spot. 

Miss Hill also saw a chance to 
perpetuate the memory of her 
parents, who died in the 20s, so 
when the fountain is erected, on 
the walk between the monkey and 
lion arenas, a bronze tablet will 
dedicate it to them. 


The figure and fountain will be 
slightly more than six feet high 
with a seven-by-two base. Franz 
Vittor of New York is the sculptor 
The statue, which is about 16 inches 
high, with a foot-square base, shows 
the humorist seated in a chair hold 
ing a manuscript. Vittor, a former 
St. Louisan, has some of his works 
in the Capitol at Washington. 

Miss Hill is rather proud of the 
way she has handled all details of 
the project, keeping her plans a se- 
cret from relatives and acquaint- 
ances. Now that the fountain is 
about ready for construction, she is 
almost daily at the Zoo to confer 
with Director George P. Vierheller 
and intends to be right on the spot 
when work begins.

The air force, it said, scored hits 
on British shipyards at Devonport, 
oil tanks at Ipswich and several 
places in Essex, explosive plants at 
Harwich, chemical plant in Billing- 
ham and a cruiser, a destroyer and 
five merchantmen in the North 
Sea. 

Besides the British destroyer 

hirlwind, which the communique 
said was sunk by a submarine, it 
reported a British patrol boat sunk 
by speedboats off the English south 
coast. 

DNB, official German news 
agency, also reported that all of 12 
British Bristol-Blenheim bombers 
which raided the Nazi-held Stavan- 
ger-Sola airport in Norway were 
shot down—1l by German planes 
and one by anti-aircraft fire. 

There were no German losses, 
DNB said, and the bomb damage 
was insignificant. 

(A British communique today 
said seven British planes failed to 
return from a raid on Stavanger. 
Britain previously had reported the 
torpedoing of the Whirlwind, but 
communiques said repeated German 
air raids had caused no serious 
damage.) 

Airplane Losses. 

British losses of 11 planes, in- 
cluding six shot down in air fights, 
and German losses of five, were 
reported by the communique, which 
Said British night raids on Hol- 
land, Belgium and Western Ger- 
many were “without success.” 

A new, intensive campaign to 
destroy British merchant shipping 
has been launched by German 
naval and air forces and may be 
expected to continue indefinitely, 
informed Nazi sources indicated.

RENUNCIATION OF THIRD TERM 
URGED BY NEW YORK TIMES 


Paper Wants Roosevelt to Throw 
Influence to One Who Favors 
His Foreign Policy.

NEW YORK, July 9. — The New 
York Times in an editorial called 
today on President Roosevelt to re- 
nounce any third term ambitions. 
The Times is independent Demo- 
cratic in policy. 

The editorial says: 

“There is no present prospect 
whatever of a real dispute between 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties over questions of foreign 
policy. 

“This being so, we believe it is 
now the President’s clear duty to

Roosevelt will not choose to pro- 
voke at this time a bitter and de- 
structive and unnecessary quarrel 
over the preservation of a political 
tradition which is almost as old 
as this Republic.”

JAPANESE DEMAND 


THAT U.S. MARINE 
CHEF APOLOGIZE 


Gen. Miura Reopens Inci- 
dent on Allegation That 
Gendarmes Were Mal- 
treated in Custody. 


SHANGHAI, July 9 (AP).—Ma- 
jor-General Keiichi Miura, tomman- 
der of Japanese gendarmes, de- 


manded an apology today from the 
commander of United States mar- 
ines in the International Settlement 
for alleged maltreatment of 16 
plain-clothes gendarmes while in 
marine custody. 

He asserted that “speedy settle- 
ment of the incident is necessary 
or the matter is likely to take a 
grave turn.” 

Miura previously had apologized 
for presence of the gendarmes in 
the American defense grea of the 
settlement in violation,of an agree- 
ment not to enter without American 
military authorities’ consent. 

Col. Dewitt Peck, marine com- 
mander, replied yesterday to Japa- 
nese charges with: “It’s a lie.” In 
a letter to Col. Peck, Miura said 
that despite his previous agreement 
to consider the incident closed, 
“discovery of new facts revealing 
that the Americans insulted the en- 
tire Japanese army” made neces- 
sary further consideration of the 
case. 

A Japanese spokesman said the 
gendarmes entered the area to safe- 
guard Lieutenant-General Juzo 
Nishio, commander-in-ehief of Jap- 
anese forces in China. 

Col. Peck, who indicated inform- 
ally that no apology would be forth- 
coming, said today he had asked 
the Japanese to explain additional 
Violations of the agreement. 

He said the Japanese attempted 
to drive two tanks into the zone 
Sunday, but were stopped by a 
marine patrol and that the Japa- 
nese drove 12 motor trucks into the 
area yesterday. 

Col. Peck said he also had point- 
ed out to Miura the ‘“discourtesy” 
of the Japanese in failing to inform 
the Americans of Nishio’s entrance 
into the American sector Sunday. 

Yesterday the marine commander 
said the Japanese gendarmes “were 
given exactly the same considera- 
tion and treatment as any man we 
arrest, including a medical exam- 
ination.” pe 

Col. Peck was scheduled to enter- 
tain a group of Japanese army of- 
ficers at lunch today, but as a re- 
sult of the incident all but two of

St. Louis Employes Told to Help 
McDaniel or Lose Jobs, He 
Asserts at Milan, Mo. 


MILAN, Mo., July 9 (AP).—State 
Senator Allen McReynolds said last 
night that city employes of St. Louis 
had been “instructed under threat 
of loss of jobs to promote the can- 
didacy” of Lawrence McDaniel for 
the Democratic gubernatorial nom- 
ination, 


McReynolds, campaigning for the 
same nomination, referred to Mc- 
Daniel in his address:as the man 
“selected by the St. Louis City Hall 
machine to be its representative in 
the Governor’s office.” 

The St. Louis organization of 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann “is 
busily engaged in sand-bagging its 
employes out of money in order to 
perpetuate the Dickmann machine 
in power by electing Larry Mc- 
Daniels Governor,” the Carthage 
Senator said. “With that election 
accomplished, the St. Louis City 
Hall machine can dictate the ap- 
pointments to the police and elec- 
tion boards in the City of St. Louis, 
run a wideopen city and feed upon 
the patronage of the Governor's of- 
fice. 

“If Dickmann’s saloon commis- 
sioner, McDaniel, should be placed 
in the Governor’s chair the tenacles 
of the St. Louis City Hall machine 
headed by Barney Dickmann will 
spread to every State department 
under the Governor’s control.” 
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TALIANS REPORT 
BOMBING BRITISH 
POSTS IN KENYA 


Rome Says at Least 50 
Enemy Tanks, Armored 
Cars and Motor Trucks 
Were Destroyed. 


ROME, July 9 (AP).—The high 
command announced today that 
Italian forces had bombed British 
positions near Wajir, Kenya, cap- 
some British troops near 
Turcana, in the same colony, and 
raided Kurmuk in the English- 
Egyptian Sudan. 

At least 50 British tanks, ar- 
mored cars and motor trucks have 
been destroyed in the last few days 
on the Libyan-Egyptian frontier, a 
communique said. 

The text of the communique: 
“On the Cirenaican frontier 
enemy armored motor vehicles de- 
stroyed in the last few days num- 
ber not less than 50. 

“In East Africa our aviation has 
bombed enemy positions in the 
Wajir zone of Kenya, hitting mu- 
nitions dumps. In the Turcana 
zone, Kenya, some British troops 
have been captured. 

“Following air bombing action 
our troops have carried out a raid 
on -Kurmuk in Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan, destroying a radio station 
and warehouses.

If Hitler is definitely the master 
of Europe, temporary s tion of 
Philippine trade with all the coastal 
countries from Denmark to France 
will perhaps become a permanent 
condition. Whatever trade might 
be possible would be on the barter 
basis, and the Philippines could not 
absorb barter goods to the extent 
they have traded with these coun- 
tries on the basis of bank exchange. 

‘American imports to the Philippines 
are affected by the volume of this 
Philippine trade loss. 

English Trade Cut Off. 

Fighting Hitler, England has cut 
off Philippine trade. And as long 
as England fights Hitler, he will 
get not a ton of Philippine products, 
even if he offers money for them. 
The blockade works against that. 

British banking has a big hand 
in the war. England, commonly a 
good buyer from the Philippines, 
buys almost nothing now. She buys 
intra-empire, maguey rather than 
Manila hemp, and palm oil and 
palm-kernal oil instead of copra. 
She has not bought a pound of 
Philippine copra since the war 
opened, Practically no sterling ex- 
change is released for the Philip- 
pines. Prolongation of the war will 
mean the Philippines have lost per- 
manently a good customer. 

Italy has taken considerable Phil- 
ippine copra sporadically, some of 
which may have gone on to Ger- 
many in form of coconut oil. Now 
that Italy has joined up with Hit- 
ler, the British blockade will see

It is sold in America or not 
sold at all. Logs can be sold to 
Japan, where they are turned into 
lumber to compete with the Philip- 
pine mills. 

Perhaps a minimum of $25,000,000 
may be taken as Hitler’s direct in- 
jury to Philippine overseas com- 
merce, but it does not work out so 
lightly. The main market left is 
the United States, reached only by 
war-time freight rates and discov- 
ered to be oversupplied. Besides, 
even at exorbitant freights, space 
is wanting for shipments. The 
rates cut copra meal off from any 
market. Excellent dairy feed that 
it is, it is being burned in Manila 
in substitution for imported coal— 
lately boosted to $16 a ton whole- 
sale.

Tours, through the days that fol- 
lowed, was a bedlam. Finally, as 
the leade of a caravan that in- 
cluded French officials and Eve 
Curie, daughter of the famous ra- 
dium scientist, this correspondent 
got his car tanked and started for 
Bordeaux. Everyone’s heart was 
leaden. But surely, we thought, 
the French can resist in North 
Africa, and their naval and air 
fleets and some soldiers can be 
saved from the wreck. 


Steadily the Germans pressed 
forward against ever-weakening re- 
sistance. If Tours was bad, Bor- 
deaux ,was worse. During eight 
days, this correspondent typed his 
dispatches on two chairs in a pub- 
lic park, except during the rain, 
when he sought shelter in a crowd- 
ed cafe. Of the eight nights in 
Bordeaux, he spent only four in 
bed. Once more, the French Min- 
istry of Information had reserved 
rooms in the best hotel only to 
find them simply taken over by 
the military. 

The number of soldiers was dis- 
tinctly alarming. Regimental of- 
ficers, not all of whom were at- 
tached to the Ministry of War, 
were everywhere in private cars, 
often with their wives. How had 
they come here, and what were they 


doing in Bordeaux, anyway? 

As for the town, it surpassed 
belief. This city of 300,000 was al- 
ready swamped under about twice 
its weight in refugees. Dutch, Bel- 
gian and French from invaded 
areas to the north; anti-Hitler Ger- 
mans, some Spaniards, often with 
cars, littered the place like a 
chautauqua meeting. Add a few 
thousand Government employes, 
newspaper men, diplomats and 
whatnot—and the result was in- 
describable. 


Hard to Find Food. 


Something radical had to happen 


The chief difficulty was finding 
food. Restaurants, good but not 
cheap, were crowded to the door- 
sills, and then only those who had 
reserved tables in advance were 
served. And through it all, the 
Bordelais, with a quiet materialism 
that ¢efied politics, calmly crowded 
their cafes, laughing and enjoying 
themselves. 

The cafe terrace of the Hotel 
Splendide was closed by the police 
for excessive hilarity at the time of 
France’s breaking. Airplanes 
zoomed overhead. British and anti- 
Fascist French left by boat with 
some American newspaper men, 
members of the Polish Govern- 
ment, French aviators and naval 
men who insisted on continuing the 
struggle. 

France cracked. Armistice nego- 
tiations were announced. Former 
Interior Minister Georges Mandel, 
bravest of the brave, was arrested 
for an hour on a silly charge of 
conspiracy to kidnap Marshal Hen- 
ri Philippe Petain (now Premier of 
France’s pro-Fascist Government). 
The Germans dragged the French 
negotiators to Compiegne and 
there reversed the decision of No- 
vember, 1918 Officers wept in 
public as they explained the defeat 
to their men. The British became 
paler and sterner lipped. The Pe- 
tain Cabinet was betraying them. 
And, meanwhile, the Germans cut 
the only half-resisting French ar- 
mies to bits and advanced. 


Bordeaux never really stirred and 
this correspondent, choking down 
his emotion, passed among the 
crowded cafes and apparently in- 
different throngs, struggling for 
gigots and roast beef in countless 
restaurants and understood why 
Rome fell. The capitulating Cab- 
inet, in a frantic effort to hide 
what could be best done in the 
dark, clamped down a censorship 
as relentlessly as a German tank 
attack. We knew—well, plenty— 
but we could not tell it. Then on 
Sunday,: June 23, American Em- 
bassy friends spoke as follows: 

“German troops are nine miles 
from here. They’ve crossed the 
Garonne river and are surrounding 
Bordeaux. It’s time you left.” 


Flight to Spain. 

That morning our car had been 
stolen, with all of Paul Ghali’s 
clothing. This correspondent found 
and bought the abandoned car of 
a British Consul. And that night, 
after saying goad-by to his friends, 
he left for the Spanish border car- 
rying two refugees, one from the 
Foreign Legion and a well-known 
anti-Fascist high on the Gestapo 
(German secret police) list.

Refused to Surrender. 


The second division held that sec- 
tion of the Maginot line near Bel- 
fort and refused to lay down its 
arms when Gen. Maxine Weygand, 
then Commander-in-Chief of the Al- 
lied armies and now National De- 
fense Minister, ordered the French 
and Polish armies to do so.

HEAD OFF THIS $80,000 WASTE! 

Secretary of State Dwight H. Brown has on his 
desk all the makings of a reeking public scandal, 
involving the utterly uncalled-for waste of from $80,- 
000 to $100,000 belonging to Missouri taxpayers. 

What will he do? 

Here is the situation: 

An initiative petition has been filed in Mr. Brown’s 
office for the purpose of requiring a referendum in 
November on a temporary substitution of the old 
fish and game laws for the scientific code of wild- 
life care and propagation developed by the non- 
political Conservation Commission. 

This petition, if valid, proposes a referendum 
which would be absolutely meaningless. When it 
was first circulated, it was for the purpose of supple- 
menting a petition which called for outright re- 
peal of the conservation amendment. 

That is, the possible repeal of the amendment and 
the abolition of the commission and its regulations 
required protection against a period of chaos, with 
no fishing and hunting restrictions whatever, from 
the time of repeal until the Legislature could meet 
in January. And so the proposal to reinstate the 
old regulations during that period was brought out. 

But the repeal petition was not filed. The only 
conceivable excuse for the petition circulated by 
former State Senator A. L. McCawley did not ma- 
terialize. And yet the McCawley petition is now in 
Jefferson City with the stipulated number of sig- 
natures, ready to cause a shocking waste of money. 

Fortunately, there is good reason to believe that 
the McCawley petition is invalid. The Post-Dispatch 
is informed on excellent authority that many names 
signed to it are not those of registered voters. In one 
large South Missouri community, school children are 
said to have been induced to sign. 

If this is so, the McCawley petition is officially 
disqualified before it goes on the ballot. It has 
already been disqualified on grounds of sound pub- 
lic policy, as part of the sniping fight against the 
one outstanding reform in the structure of Missouri 
State government in recent years—a reform adopt- 
ed, 879,000 to 351,000 in 1936. 

Now that repeal of the conservation amendment 
is no longer a possibility, circularizing the State 
with the McCawley proposal—and the attendant cost- 
ly printing of the regulations in the press of the 
State—would be altogether nonsensical. The money 
spent on it would be poured down a political rat hole. 

Mr. McCawley’s catch-all amendment proposals two 
years ago made it plain that he has only one in- 
terest in such matters, and that is to run up a 
large printing bill at the expense of the State. His 
current petition is of a piece with his profligate 
work of the same sort in 1938. 

He can still retire gracefully in the present case. 
He can say that in view of the fact that the repeal 
petition was not filed, his own proposal should be 
withdrawn. If he does not, he will be linked insepa- 
rably with the patent fraud that his creature is. 

But whatever Mr. McCawley does, the course of 
Secretary of State Brown leads in only one direc- 
tion: the most searching kind of scrutiny and in- 
vestigation of the names on the McCawley petition. 
He should make the most of any opportunity—and 
it seems he has plenty—to throw it out as a fake. 

It would be enough of an outrage to hold a costly 
referendum if the principle of non-political, scien- 
tific conservation of wildlife were at stake. 

Since there is no such issue, the McCawley ref- 
erendum, at a cost of perhaps $100,000, would be a 
public scandal—nothing less. 
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OLD CHRIS COMES BACK. 

There is an unseen visitor moving among the 
howling thousands in Sportsman’s Park today. Gone 
from St. Louis since the time of the handlebar mus- 
tache, he comes back to keep the sixtieth anniversary 
of the establishment of baseball in the city and era 
of “Der Poss President and Der Prowns.”

He and his thirst-quenching and 
defeat-drowning beer fathered the game which makes 
St. Louis the world’s sports capital today. 
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TOO DRASTIC FOR. THE BUND. 

The proposed law requiring registration of foreign- 
controlled organizations would kill the German- 
American Bund, says Wilhelm Kunze, its national 
leader. Before reaching the obvious conclusion that 
this is a pretty good reason for passage of the bill, 
let us note Mr. Kunze’s objections. 

No one would dare be an officer of the Bund if 
the bill is enacted, he told a Senate subcommittee, 
since “the slightest mistake in registration” would 
mean severe punishment. “It would be impossible to 
comply with it (the law),” he added. 

The Bund is not being persecuted by the terms of 
this measure, as its Fuehrer suggests. It is not 
being outlawed, although that has been widely urged. 
It faces only the fair and reasonable rule that it state 
certain information as to its connections abroad, 
as is required of all other such organizations, wheth- 
er of British, French, Russian or any other paren- 
tage. If it hesitates to give this information, for 
fear of penalties, it would seem rather clear that the 
Bund has something to hide. 

The United States is being a model of tolerance 
in permitting continued existence of alien-inspired 
groups. The Bund, with its long record of trouble- 
making, certainly has not been treated as an un- 
popular group would be treated in Nazi Germany, 
which its members so greatly admire. Yet the Bund 
confesses it cannot stand the light of day, that 
the moderate registration requirement is too drastic 
for its continued existence. All right, then, its fade- 
out will be mourned by few. 
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THE DEBATE ON STIMSON. 

The vigorously critical speeches of Senators Van- 
denberg and Holt probably won’t prevent the con- 
firmation of Henry L. Stimson as Secretary of War. 
/They do, however, accomplish the useful purpose of 
reiterating the overwhelming public disapproval of 


any policy that may lead this country into the war. 
Mr. Stimson’s speech at New Haven, just before his 
appointment was announced, was a violent perform- 
ance, as we have pointed out. Senator Vandenberg’s 
verbal assault upon it is a warning to the appointee, 


and to the administration, that such a course as 
Stimson outlined goes far beyond the bounds of legit- 


imate help to Britain, which is universally approved. 


The confirmation of Cabinet appointments is usual- 


‘ly a perfunctory action by the Senate. The debate 


on this occasion, even though approval is virtually 
certain, shows how deeply the keep-out-of-war issue 
has stirred the country, and also the vigilance of the 
anti-interventionist group in the Senate. 
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JUDGE DOUGLAS’ GRIEVOUS MISTAKE.

Canons of Judicial Ethics of the American Bar 
Association, No. 28, Partisan Politics, to Judge Doug- 
las and all other members of the judiciary: 

A Judge ... should avoid making political 
speeches, making or soliciting payment of assess- 
ments or contributions to party funds, the pub- 
lic indorsement of candidates for political office 
and participation in party conventions. 

Judge Douglas of the State Supreme Court made 
a grievous mistake when he wrote out his indorse- 
ment of Excise Commissioner McDaniel. It is no 
excuse for him to say that he “had no idea” that he 
had violated the canons of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. Judge Douglas should know what those can- 
ons are and he should be practicing them. 

Neither does it excuse him to say that he wrote 
the letter “in his capacity as a private citizen.” 
Would Judge Douglas say that Chief Justice Hughes 
might have, “in his capacity as a private citizen,” 
written an indorsement of Dewey or Taft or Willkie 
on the eve of the Republican national convention? 
To ask that question is to answer it. Any such act on 
the part of the Chief Justice of the United States 
would have had immediate political repercussions 
which would have brought down ringing criticism on 
the apex of our judiciary. It is surprising to find 
Judge Douglas attempting so weak a defense. 

What led Judge Douglas to write his letter? Is 
his act based on the assumption that he is under ob- 
ligation to the St. Louis Democratic organization? 
If so, he does not know the nature of the victory won 
for him two years ago. Judge Douglas’ candidacy was 
the instrument with which voters of Missouri—the 
entire State—beat back the Pendergast assault on 
the Supreme Court. He does not owe his seat to the 
Dickmann machine or any other organization. 

But what condemns this unwise indorsement un- 
reservedly is that it flies in the face of the great 
movement, now expressed in a constitutional amend- 
ment to be voted on in November, to take the Mis- 
souri judiciary out of politics. 

Laymen co-operate in a plan to lift the bench 
out of the mire of partisanship—and a Judge whose 
anti-machine candidacy enjoyed the support of vot- 
ers of both parties plumps for a cahdidate for Gov- 
ernor who is so insensible to propriety that he hangs 
on to his authority dover the liquor business!

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COMMONWEALTH CLOSES ITS DOORS. 

Every now and then one hears the complaint that 
this country has too many colleges. There may be 
some truth in it. Schools with only a few hundred 
students obviously cannot afford the facilities for 
higher education in the modern, utilitarian sense. It 
might be just as well if some of them pooled their 
resources and left the field to a single institution. 

One also hears that there are too many students. 
Many of the young people in attendance at our col- 
leges are not students at all. To them the schools 
are not educational institutions, but merely glorified 
country clubs at which one acquires a little social 
veneer or just has a good time before settling down. 
Such collegians would never be missed. 

But one school and one class of students that the 
country can ill afford to lose is the group gathered 
together at Commonwealth College in Mena, Ark. 
This institution is about to close its doors. De- 
pendant on the labor movement for support, it faced 
the alternative of curtailing its activities or giving 
up. It refused to lower its standards. 

Not that Commonwealth was a luxury college. 
Quite the contrary; its students were warned to be 
ready for primitive conditions and were required to 
devote as much time to manual labor as to study. 
But it was just this that made Commonwealth im- 
portant. Students willing to pay such a price for 
learning had a real appreciation of its value. It 
was quite natural, too, that Commonwealth should 
be interested in its neighbors, that it should be eager 
to feed the Harlan miners andgto organize the Cotton 
Belt sharecroppers. ®

DR. W. A. M’KEEVER DIES; 
FOUNDER OF LOVERS’ CHURCH 


Educator Sought to Abolish Okla- 
homa City Divorce Mill With 
His Scheme. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., July 9 
(AP).—Dr. William A. McKeever, 
72-year-old psychologist, writer and 
educator who founded the “Lovers’ 
Church,” died last night of a kid- 

ney ailment and complications. 
McKeever was the author of more 
than 20 books. In recent years 
he inaugurated a lovers’ church 
and founded the Maturates Society 
for persons more than 70 years old.

The delights of “My Hero,” “Seek 
the Spy” and the “Letter Song” are 
all there, doubled and tripled some- 
times by the excellence of the sing- 
ing. Conductor Jacob Schwartz- 
dorf has arranged a new overture 
for the show and there are two su- 
premely beautiful moments at the 
opening of the third act, as fine as 
anything Municipal Opera has ever 
done. Never snappy stuff, the pro- 
duction ambles along in its one 
way but whether from remem- 
brance or first impression, most of 
the audience of 9600 last night 
seemed well satisfied with it. 
Chief among the vocal acquisi- 
tions is Hilda Burke, soprano of 
Metropolitan Opera, in the role of 
Nadina. Her voice is warm and 
full, yet quite able to go soaring 
up to the climax of “My Hero” and 
also to hold its pre-eminence in 
combination with Municipal Opera’s 
lusty singing choruses.

Lawyer Accuses Assistant At- 
torney-General of Turning 
Trust Law Against Unions. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 9 (AP). 
—The Sherman anti-trust law, as 
construed by Assistant Attorney- 
General Thurman Arnold, was de- 
scribed as an “anti-labor law” in 
an address at the American News- 
paper Guild convention today. 

Guild Attorney A. J. Isserman of 
New York asserted that Arnold, no 
longer believing it a “perversion” 
to apply provisions of the anti- 
trust law to unions, “bids fair to 
become not Trust Buster No. 1, but 
Union Buster No. 1.”

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Body Chill One 
Health Hazard 
Of Swimming

OR old and young, swimming is 
F. joyous and splendid form of 

exercise. It can be used by the 
lame and the halt, by those whose 
feet are too sore or whose legs are 
too weak or crippled to use for 
walking, golf or tennis. 


Natural] water is best—the ocean, 
the lake, the river. But modern 
hygiene and the work of sanitary 
engineers have made pools safe 
and comfortable. The bacterial 
content and clearness of the water, 
personal cleanliness of bathers, 
laundering of suits, maintenance of 
sanitary conditions on the prem- 
ises have led to great reduction in 
infectious diseases from bathing in 
pools. Filtration of the water and 
the reduction of bacteria. by ultra- 
‘violet ray or passage of the water 
through ozonating machines, or the 
chemical treatment of the water 
by chlorine are themselves harm- 
less and have practically eliminated 
contamination of the water as a 
source cf infection of the sinuses 


and ears. 


Other heal#h hazards from swim- 
ming can be prevented by the ap- 
plication of common sense. 

Chilling of the body surface is 
one of these. 


The specific heat of water is 
high. If you had every substance 
on earth collected together and ex- 
perimenied to find how much heat 
it would take to get them hot, and 
how long it would take to cool 
them off, water would just about 
head the list. -It takes heat from 
the body ravenously. 


we ® 

That is one danger of swimming 
exercises, Nature’s warnings—get- 
ting not and perspiration and gen- 
eral discomfort—which slow us up 
in other sports do not appear while 
swimming. Then the cool environ- 
ment tends to ward off fatigue 
until finally, suddenly, collapse oc- 
curs. 


Even water “of the temperature 
of 70 degrees Fahrenheit causes a 
chilling shock, as can be seen from 
blue lips and chattering teeth, And 
this chilling of the body surfaces 
causes general changes which, as 
Dr. Marshall Taylor of Jackson- 
ville, Fla.. who has added so much 
to our knowledge of the hygiene of 
swimming, shows, reduces resis- 
tance to infection. These general 
body changes include a reduction 
in the number of white blood cor- 
puscles in the circulating blood, 
constriction of the blood vessels on 
the surface of the body, including 
the mucous membrane of the nose. 


Swimming after meals — there 
has been no change in the hygien- 
ist’s ideas that this is a bad thing. 
The blood goes to the interior after 
a meal and if there is any tendency 
to cramps there is proportionately 
more danger. The blood is only 
partially diverted to the muscles 
after a meal, and exercise in cold 
water imposes a demand that re- 
sults in cramped muscles and obvi- 
ous attendant dangers.

South’s second bid might well 
have been two no trump rather 
than two spades. The latter was 
too weak a rebid for the three and 
one-half-plus honor tricks South 
held. A final contract of three no 
trump would have been foolproof 
against West’s normal opening of 
a diamond. ; 

However, the actual four spade 
contract also should have been ful- 
filled. Against this West selected 
a low heart for his opening lead. 
Dummy ducked and East’s nine 
forced the ace. To get the club 
suit established as soon as possible 
declarer entered dummy with a 
heart to the king and led the club 
jack through East. The latter cor- 
rectly refused to cover and, de- 
clarer playing low, West won with 
the king. The heart queen was re- 
turned and it was here that de 
clarer made his fatal error. With- 
out giving the matter the slightest 
thought, he ruffed with the deuce 
of trumps. His next move was to 
drive out the spade ace, prepara- 
tory to re-entering dummy for an- 
other club play. But now when 
the spade king was laid down East 
was not accommodating—he held 
up the ace. 

This put declarer in quite a di- 
lemma. Reduced to the Q-J-5 of 
trumps, he found that it would be 
quite a feat to enter dummy with a 
trump. Actually, he led the five 
spot to the nine. East, knowing 
that declarer now was down to 
the Q-J blank, did not mind taking 
this trick, and he immediately at- 
tacked dummy’s one remaining en- 
try, the diamond ace. Declarer des- 
perately attempted to protect that 
entry by going up with the diamond 
queen, hoping that East had led 
from the king, but his hope was in 
vain. West covered the queen. As 
it happened, declarer could still 
have wriggled out of trouble and 
fulfilled the contract if he had per- 
mitted West to hold this trick. 

West could have made no better 
return than a diamand, Dummy’s 
ace would have won and now a 
good guess in the club suit, lead- 
ing the ten spot through, would 
have fixed the defenders. The fall 
of West’s nine would have saved 
declarer from another club loser 
and he also could have ruffed his 
remaining diamond. But, having 
boxed himself up in the previous 
play, declarer was in no condition 
to analyze the hand calmly. He 
captured West’s diamond king with 
dummy’s ace and led another club. 
Now, since it would do him no good 
to find the guarded queen in the 
East hand, he led a low club, hop- 
ing the queen would fall on the 
ace. When it did not, he was 
through. He returned a diamond 
in the forlorn hope of being al- 
lowed to ruff his last diamond, but 
this was not to be. East won the 
trick and promptly returned a 
spade. 

Declarer won, of course, but final- 
ly had to concede another diamond 
and another club trick. Thus, in- 
stead of fulfilling the contract and 
earning game and rubber for his 
own side, he had to chalk up 200 
to the opponents’ credit.

Knee Exercises 
_ By Patricia Lindsay 


F your knees are not as straight 

as they should be the chances 

are that you have been encourag- 
ing ugly leg and knee shape through 
postural faults! ‘(Remember all 
my lectures about improving your 
posture?) For instance, when you 
stand with your feet apart and 
your weight resting on the inside of 
the foot you are flirting with knock- 
knees! The muscles of the calf 
will gradually lose all of its mus- 
cular development and will make 
the knee appear knotty and turned 
in. 

To correct knock-knee position 
you must put your weight on the 
outer border of each foot and make 
the toes grip the floor. Gradually 
bring the feet close together (keep- 
ing above position) and you will 
notice how the legs show intention 
of straightening. 

A leading beauty salon is paying 
particular attention to knees this 
season. They have a shadograpna 
which reveals poor knee and leg 
formation. One common fault, 
they say, is that of toeing-in—the 
beginning of bowed-legs! If you 
toe in when you walk, the muscles 
of your body must maintain a bal- 
ance. They therefore pull your legs 
outward—or bow them. You must 
train your feet to remain in normal 
position—parallel, neither pointing 
outward or inward. 

Standing on one foot, more than 
on the other, is another thing we 
should not do. One can actually 
make hips crooked, by standing on 
the same foot again and again. 
Check yourself and see if you do 
this. If you do, stand on your neg- 
lected foot most of the time for 
one week—then resolve to stand 
firmly on both feet all of the time, 
with your weight evenly distribut- 
ed. If you don’t, you will find one 
shoulder drooping toward a crooked 
hip, and that doesn’t make for a 
very alluring figure! 

Because I have ngt enough space 
here to direct you further in knee 
beautification, I have prepared a 
leaflet giving four excellent knee 
exercises which are practiced daily 
in the classes of the salon to which 
I referred above.
